Tbe first >books wero written on tablets 
•tone, lead, copper, Ivory and wood, 
ltd of born, and. at a latter period, tbe 


of trees—whence "liber," a book. 
a time material was obtained from 
Igyptlan water plant, papyrus. But as 


'demand for books increased a more en- 


"rable material was sought for, and parch- 


ment, mode chiefly of the skins of goats 
and shpep, was employed. 


Parchment came into general use as a 


material for manuscript books about the 
eighth century. It is said to have been in- 
vented at Pergamos, 159 B. C., on account 
of an Egyptian embargo on papyrus. 
However, modern discoveries have proved 
conclusively that it was used centuries be- 
fore that dftto. It was soon found that the 
best way to take care of books written on 
flexible material, such as parchment or 
papyrus, was to roll them up in scrolls. 
By the Romans a scroll was called "vol- 
umen," and from this we get our /word 
volume. 


Usualjy tho manuscript books wero 


rolled on a rod or stuff u little longer than 
tho width of the manuscript. The ends of 
tho rod wero thus left in sight, und fre- 
quently they were made lieautiful with, 
gold, silver or i\ 017. 


The preparation of books was a real art 


among the Greeks and Romans. Some- 
times the liomans employed a great num- 
ber of professional copyists in a "scrip- 
torium," or writing establishment, and in 
tfiat way made it possible to produce sev- 
eral copies of a book in a single day. 


The art of illuminating manuscript 


books scorns to have been practiced by all 
nations of antiquity that used parchment 
and papyrus. It is said that we owe the 
preservation of many old time books to 
tbe custom of illuminating manuscripts, 
for often persons who had 110 understand- 
ing of the text kept tho book for the sake 
of its elaborate ornamentation. 


In order to save tho expense of writing 


materials, writings that wero considered | 
unimportant wero sometimes erased or 
washed out, and the parchment was used 
again. 
Valuable, parchment scrolls or 


books were neatly rolled and labeled, and 
then packed away for safe keeping in 
round boxes that were as high us tho 
scrolls wero wide. Another vtay of taking 
core of them and having them convenient? 
for use was to arrange them around the 
walls In cases made for that purpose. 


Ancient manuscript books are of great 


value. Many of them, arc preserved in the 
library of tho British onuseum and in oth- 
er great libraries of Europe. 


With tho invention of paper the facilities 


for bookmaklng wero greatly increased, 
and since tho invention of the printing 
press "of making many books there is no 
end."—Philadelphia Times.

IHUs Saiah Word Rejected the Future 


Chief MugUtrate For » Saddler—Story 
of » T»Uor'» Gooie—Johnson WM Not 
Ignorant »nd Illiterate. 
' ' 


' Three-quarters of a century ago, in the 
little village of Laurens, in the state of 
South Carolina, there lived and labored at- 
tho tailor's trade a young man who was 
destined to play an important part In tho 
affairs of this nation. Of humble origin 
ufcd having had practically no educational 
advantages, he bad in his character tbe ele- 
ments of true manhood, and by force of 
brain power and ability attained tho high- 
est position of honor and trust In the re- 
public. 


Andrew Jphnson left his home in North 


Carolina by reason of some trouble with 
Ins employer and went to the then ultra- 
exclusive and aristocratic village of Lau- 
rens. He had no influential family con- 
nections, and was as poor as the tradi- 
tional church mouse, his worldly posses- 
sions consisting only of the clothes ho 
\\oro. To one acquainted with the social 
copdltions of tho antebellum south, the 
difficulties incident to obtaining recogni- 
tion by a mun handicapped as Johnson 
was can bo readily imagined- Tho sterling 
worth of the young tailor, however, made 
itself felt, and demanded the admiration 
and respect soon accorded hiin e\on by 
tlioso who were wont to consider one not 
to the manner born deserving of but con- 
descending notice. 


Soon after reaching Laurens .Tohnson 


secured a position in a tailoring establish- 
ment, nnd this he held with perfect satis- 
faction to his employers until his return 
to his North Carolina homo 
He was a 


painstaking laborer and took commend- 
able pride in doing his work ns perfectly 
ws possible. * A coat cut, fitted and miide 
by Johnson is Btill in existence 
It was 


made for Colonel Henry C. Young, a 
prominent lawyer and politician of upper 
Carolina, and is now treasured by his de- 
scendants as ono'of their most precious 
possessions. The fact that the coat is still 
in a good state of prosmatiou may possi- 
bly bo taken as an evidence of the excel- 
lence and durability of the work. 


Johnson's stay at Laurens, brief as it 


\\as, marked a \ery important epoch in 
his life. It was thero that he met his first 
love, Miss Surah Word, a charming young 
woman of education and refinement, who 
saw in tho modest and retiring young jour- 
neyman tailor a man of character nnd 
strength nnd promise. Johnson's regard 
for Miss Word was reciprocated, and tho 
young people entered into an engagement 
to marry. They wero thrown constantly 
i:i each.other's society, und tho future 
president of the United States once a°sist- 
fd his fiancee in laying, stalling nnd quilt- 
ing u quilt. 
Tills quilt is now owned by 


Mrs. J. F. Bolt of Laurens, granddaughter 
of Ml=s Word, who subsequently married 
\\ illium Hancc. On cither end of the quilt 
aro Miss Word's initials, "S. W.," which 
\\eremude, stuffed und quilted by Johnson, 
unassisted. The enthusiastic young lo\er 
%\ua very desirous of placing his own ini- 
tials bosldethosoof his sweetheart, but this 
Miss Word would not permit. This quilt 
wagon exhibition at tho Atlanta exposition 
in 1890 und attracted much attention. 


The irresistible tendency that young men 


in lovo have to car\o their sweethearts' 
names on everything movable and immov- 
able in their immediate vicinity was not: 
wanting in Johnson. On tho back of nn 
old split bottomed chair ho engraved the 
inscription "S. W.—-1820." It is nccdlced 
to Bay that It wns tho chair In which Miss 
Word was accustomed to sit on tho porch 
of her homo. This chair is now in tho 
possession of Mrs. Bolt. 


Having satisfactorily adjusted the trou- 


ble with his former employer in North 
Carolina, Johnson decided to return nnd 
resumo his place. Before leaving Laurens, j 
ns a token of his affectionate regard, ho ' 
ga\e to Miss Word his dearest possession, 
tho goose with which ho had worked at his 
trade. This act shows tho tender simplicity 
of tho young tailor. He hud no false pride 
about tho matter. Ho was leaving the 
woman he loved for nn indefinite time, and 
not ashamed of his lowly calling gave her 
something that would be a constant re- 
minder of him and his work. After leav- 
ing Laurens differences arose between Miss 
Word aud Johnson and their engagement 
was terminated, but the tailor's goose was 
never returned, and is now owned by Mrs. 
Bolt and valued above price on account of 
its romantic history. Miss Word rejected 
tho tailor and married William Hance, a 
suddlor. The tailor became president of 
the United States. 


Johnson's biographers have all main- 


tained that in early life ho was uncouth, 
illiterate and ignorant, with no refine- 
ment or grace of manner. It has been 
stated that he could neither read nor write, 
and that his wife taught him both after 
marriage. This error has become so firm- 
ly fixed that it is generally accepted as a 
historio fact, and school children arc told 
tho romantic story of how a man who aft- 
erward became president was taught to 
read and write by a wife who was ambi- 
tious for bis advancement. This story 
may bo a beautiful object lesson on the 
grand possibilities of American youth, but 
it has the fatal defect of being untrue. 
When Johnson lived in Laurens, ho could 
both read and write, and was considered a 
young man of exceptional intelligence. 
Miss Word, to whom ho was engaged, is 
Authority for tho statement that she re- 
ceived many notes and. letters from, him, 
and that ho wrote a goad business ba.ud. 
She has also frequently said,that he was a 
man of more-than ordinary intelligence, of 
elegant address and a brilliant conversa- 
tionalist. -. Aa Miss Word was, .by ."virtue of 
her relations to him, closely associated 
with Johnson,,the correctness of her, state- 
ments can' neither ^be doubted nor contra- 
vened.' .More than this, Colonel T. B. 
Crewsvonoof the oldest ,cltlzens of Lau- 
rens and husband of,. Miss Word's daugh- 
ter, says that over half a century ago, 
when he. first.wentto Laurens, hejind fre- 
quently heard from, old residents that 
Johnson was a great reader—in fact, a 
veritable bookworm. Ho bad often been 
seen seated on bis tailor's board with a 
book by bis side, reading and studying. 
From this evidence it'would appear that 
the story of Johnson being in early life an 
uncouth ignoramus must be abandoned as 
absolutely false. Tbe facts prove just the 
contrary, that bo was a young man of rare 
intelligence and refinement.—National 
Magazine.

It Was ol Brass and Iron and Made by a 


Blacksmith. 


Tncoma once had a mint that coined all 


of tho money In circulation where tho City 
of Destiny now stands, and it did not ro- 
quiro tho flat of Undo Sam, the silver of 
Idaho or tho gold of California, to inako 
the pieces from Tacoma's mint pass cur- 
rent among Indians and the few hardy 
;jioneers that wero blazing tho path of 
civilization through the forest on tho 
shoi-es of Commencement bay. 


Back in tho early seventies tbe Tacoma 


Mill company, not being able to handily 
secure gold and silver for use in trading 
with and paying off the Indian laborers 
and early settlers, hit upon the novel plan 
of issuing its own currency, and to this 
end sot its blacksmith to work to fash- 
ion for It, out of scraps of iron nnd 
brass, pieces of money, or rather tokens, 
which could bo used as a circulating medi- 
um. Tho pieces consisted of 40 and 45 
cent iron tokens and brass 81 pieces. Tho 
40 cent pieces wero about an inch in diam- 
eter, and tho 45 cent pieces were about tho 
fiizo of the present silver half dollar. Tho 
$1 pieces wero oval In shape, about 1J^ 
incites long, an inch wide und n sixteenth 
of nn inch in thickness. 
These pieces 


wero stamped with tho figures showing 
their value und readily passed current nil 
o\er the country tributary to tho mill. 


Nearly all of this old "mill" com has 


passed away, but William Hanson of tho 
Tacoma Mill company recently presented 
u set of these queer coins to the Ferry mu- 
seum. 


In his letter to the museum ho said: 
"Tho honcbty of tho people und tho ab- 


sence of any blacksmith shop savo that of 
tho company made the use of this money 
possible." 


Oregon has long boasted that tho "Boav 


cr" coin, minted at Oregon City in tho 
early fifties, was tho only money minted in 
tho northwest in the days of tho pioneer, 
but here in Tacoma, long years after Ore- 
gon's "Beaver" mint had become a his- 
torical incident, was u primitive mine that 
supplied thu coin to furnish tho pioneers 
and Indians with all of tho necessities for 
their rough 11% es. 


The coins, which aro still preserved, nro 


roughly made, just such UH uiiy blacksmith 
with ordinary tools might make, und as a 
matter of fact during the early years of tho 
mill company's existence they formed prac- 
tically tho local circulating medium of ex- 
change. When tho Indians who wero cm- 
ployed in tho mill wore paid for their labor, 
this coin sufficed, and all the trading they 
did was with tho little storo run in connec- 
tion with tho mill. Tho iron nnd brass 
pieces wore, of course, passed among the 
Indians in trading with each other, and as 
anything In tho way of supplies was pur- 
chased by them at tho mill storo the pieces 
were fully as good to them as if they had 
borne tho stamp of tho government.—Ta- 
comu Ledger. 


A ' PlotuMmquo Place In Day* of Good

"Master Skylark," tbe story of Shakes- 


peare's time in St. Nicholas, gives many 
Interesting glimpses of old London, among 
them the following:

DEATH OF BOB EOKK 


THE STORY AS CY WARMAN, WHO 


WAS ON THE GROUND, TELLS IT. 


The Treachery of J«MO James' Slayer Re- 


paid In Kind—It Was * Qnlet Day In 
Croede—"Charity Covereth » Multitude 
of Sinn"—The Hillside Graveyard, 


It was a quiet day In Creedo camp in 


the morning of tho summer of 1893. Most 
of tho miners were away in the hills. Many 
of tho gamblers and others of the night 
shift were still sleeping, though it was 
now 4 o'clock. 


A sorry looking young woman was 


working the shops and saloons on the 
ehudy side of the avenue. Sho carried a 
long sheet of writing paj>er, upon which 
she asked people to put their numes and 
opposite their names tho amount of their 
subscriptions. One of, the girls had died 
the tilght before, and this money was asked 
in order to pay some ono to dig a hole at 
the top of the hill and to hire an express 
wagon to haul tho girl up there. When 
the woman came to the Leadvillo dance 
hall, she entered and was greeted sadly by 
another woman who stood at or behind a 
low railing, which extended from the end 
of tho bar to the front of the tent, fencing 
off » little space which served as an office 
for the proprietor and tho woman, who 
was a silent partner in tho firm. The vis- 
itor pushed the paper over toward the man 
—a small, sallow looking man of 83, who 
was ever fidgeting and glancing at tho 
door of whatever house ho happened to bo 
in. The man glanced dcwn the column, 
saw "-Soapy Smith, $5," und as he hated 


Soapy" ho immediately raised him $5, 


gave tho woman tho money, and wrote 
just under his name and the §10, "Charity 
covercth a multitude of sins." Then ho 
passed out from behind the bur and began 
walking slowly to the rear end of the long 
room. 


The woman with tho sorry face und the 


long white paper passed out. Upon the 
threshold she mota maiiin miner's clothes, 
and even as sho turned to look tit him a 
•v ery short man rodo up to the door of tho 
tent nnd handed a double barreled shotgun 
to the man at tho entrance. As the miner 
looking man entered the tent with the gun 
tho woman with the paper turned as if she 
would fi>llo%v him, for fiho feared that tho 
stranger might do violence, reluctant as 
she was to believe that a mull in a refined 
mining center •would rusorb to the use of 
so clumsy, not to say unconventional, >i 
shooting iron aq a shotgun. "Hollo, Bob!" 
called tho man wit h the gun, and ns tho 
keeper of tho ditnco hiill turned he ruist d 
the won noil ami Ut go both barrels. Tho 
shot, without sctitturing, entered this throat 
of tho victim and curried bis gold collar 
button out through the buck of his neck. 


Tho report of tho shotgun startled tho 


whole camp, and us tho Leudvillc WJis di- 
rectly opposite my hotel I rushed over juul 
wus almost tho lli-st muu in the place. Ono 
man hud pit reded me, und as I entered ho 
come nutaml shouted, "Bob Ford's dead!" 


At the moment I entered tho only person 


In tho room was tho insignificant looking 
woman in the little olllce. 
yhe was weep- 


ing. She knew mo us tho editor of the 
morning puper, und ut once began to pour 
out tho htory of Bub's virtues. "Ho hud 
planned," she said, "to do much good." 
"Yes," Ritid I, "it is reported that ho in- 
tended to kill off the entire Chronicle force, 
including the editor." 


"Yes, I know," she wont on hurriedly, 


for the placo was filling up rapidly, "but 
ho didn't mean it—he told mo so—ha 
didn't huvo it in fur you—all a little bit 
But, 
suy," she continued, waving a bund 


ill the direct ion of tho corpse and her eyes 
lllled with H fresh flood of tears, "just to 
think they should shoot him with that, 
kind of u gun — it — just breaks—my 
heart!" und Kho leaned her head upon the 
bur und wept. 


"Well," said 1, glancing toward the rear 


of the room to make sure he was still there, 
"Bob's till right. He's u good fellow— 
now." 


I had known Ford. I-Io was the first man 


to whom I was introduced upon my first 
visit, to the camp. Ho had boon our guidu 
mil had shown Judge Hooker und me tho 
camp by candlelight. It was upon this oc- 
casion that I noticed his IHTVOUSIICBS. It a 
man cume in and left the door open, Ford 
would slip luick and shut it. If there was 
ft mirror over the bar, ho always kept his 
eyes on it, not to sco hhubclf, but to ob- 
serve those who parsed to and fro behind 
him. 


In n plensaut way I asked him if he was 


expecting SIYTUJ one. He answered, smiling 
sadly, that he was always expecting some 
ono. 


Kelly, the " tough citizen," who removed 


Ford, seemed, strangely enough, to regard 
the killing of this man much as Ford hud 
looked upon tho killing of Jcsso James. 
Ford was an open enemy of society, and 
only a inorith before his death had closed 
all tho business houses and put tho camp 
to bed at 0 p. in. The morning paper had 
suggested that Ford bo informed that ho 
would bo expected in the future to refrain 
from shutting np tho town, leave the 
camp or bo hanged, just as he pleased, 
and for that ho swore he would kill off the 
working force, from tho editor in chief 
down to '' Freckle, Jimmie,'' the devil. 


However, Kelly was wrong. Ho was 


condemned even by Ford's enemies for his 
cowardly act, just as tho public had disap- 
proved of tho murder of -Tosso James. All 
agreed that tho removal of Jesse would 
facilitate tho movement of trains in Mis- 
souri, und that Ford's absence would add 
much to tho peace and quiet of Crecde 
camp, but no man admires u coward. So 
Kelly was arrested, and in Judge Bell's 
court he was surprised to receive a life 
sentence in tho pen. 


On tho morning of tho day following the 


killing half a hundred people assembled in 
a storeroom where religious services were 
held. They brought Ford's coffin and 
placcxi it upon a bench, and then the 
preacher got up and preached a funeral 
sermon.

PROFITS OF MURDERERS. 


Few Benefit Financially by Means of Their 


Crimes. 


Much has been published in England 


about the professional asbahsins of Paris, 
writes our Paris correspondent, and in 
many cases fabulous gains have been at- 
tributed to them as a result of their crimes, 
but these oxist more frequently in fiction 
than in fact. Statistics recently compiled 
liy the prefect of the Paris police throw n 
gootldoulol lighten the assassin's trade ua 
practiced in modern times. Especially In- 
teresting nro they in view of the popular 
but very erroneous idea thut the assassin's 
trade is u profitable one. That it in quite 
the rovers*1 seems to be dourly proved by a 
record of tho profits trained by notorious 
ashtishiiib duirng tho lut>t 30 years. 


Biographies ot u large number of French 


murderers, some of -whom paid the penalty 
of their crime-s on the guillotine, while 
ot hers were transported to New Caledonia, 
show that the u\ wage murderer makes far 
less money at his abominable trade than is 
made by any third rate artisan or even duy 
laborer. 


Here, for example, arc the names of a 


low criminals and u statement us to the 
actual money prolit that resulted in each 
•.iso: Hejoun.ot committed one crime, ami 
li.s profit \\its £3 ,~>s; Bossell, one crime, 
-~1 Jo.s; Ducret, one crime, £8 worth of 
jewelry, (Jutholin, about 5s. 


These arc not princely profits, but they 


are large command with others. Three 
men, 
for example—Gcorgoos, Voty and 


Fnmck—committed a horrible crime and 
only made about sixpence apiece. Several 
others were V*s fortunate, for they gained 
nothing at all. 
Other knights of the road 


found to their dismay after dispatching 
Ihrir victims that they had no money on 
them, and they wire consequently bound 
to lie satisfied with such booty as they 
could obtain in the shape of watches and 
other jewelry, which, of course, is lose do- 
Mrahlc than money, as It is not always 
easy to dispose of. 


Truo, ;i few assassins have made a con- 


siderable sum of money. 
Three—Martin, 


Ueyheim and Lapommeruyc—wore espe- 
cially fortunate or xinfortunatc in this rc- 
s;iect. Martin found £200 in his victim's 
purse. Ucghcim got £1,400 worth of jcw- 
eliy, und Lapommcrayc also acquired a 
large sum of money at ono stroke 
These 


men, however, did not li\e very long to 
tnjt.y their wealth, as justice overtook 
them and quickly dispatched them to an- 
other world. Such men arc rare, however, 
so rare that a careful calculation shows 
that the average umotint made, by French 
assassins during the last 30 years docs not 
exceed !) or 10 shillings for each crime. 


Such being the case, the wonder is that 


there ore FO many murderers. And a 
greater wonder is why, if they arc deter- 
mined to kill for the sake of obtaining 
money, they do not arrange to kill persons 
who an; known to be wealthy and do not 
seize an opportunity when their intended 
victims have their pockets stuffed with 
gold. A distinguished oflicial of the police 
force in Paris suys that tho assassins act 
in their usual foolish manner simply be- 
cause they arc imbeciles.—London Mail.

Aud thu Confederate Captain Kiddie W«»- 


Htilviuo'i From 1'rlnou. 


A KuuV.tuky contributor sends- -to 1><J 


Youth'b Companion a plousing anecdote off, 
Abralmitt Jjiacoln. 
It has nevisr before 


U:-j pr.LHihul, ho says, aiul was received 
Ly hir.i troni Iho other party* to the story, 
v hois still liVlng Ih Kentucky. It illus- 
tr.itcM onuo iiiortJ the genial, friendly .torn- 
j ir oi1 the great war president. During the 
1 residential campaign of 1840, when Gen- 
er.il \Vl!lhun Henry Htirrlson was the Whig 
ciindUUitc, Lincoln, then a young man just 
iH«K into prominence, accepted un. invi- 
tation to tiddifcss an audience in Union 
county, Ky., at it Whig barbecue. 


' I to was met ut a lauding on tlio Ohio- 
rivi r ubout ten miles from the place of tlio 
barixviu1 hy a committee headed by Cap- 
tain Utorge \f. Riddle and was escorted to 
tin- meeting seated in » spring wagon-by 
the aide of Captain Kiddle, tlio driver. 


OLI the road Mr. Lincoln entertained the 


committee with several aiuusiu;; uneo- 
liodes and on acriving at his destination 
ilrlhircd :ui able and.eloquent address— 
probably the only address that he cvet de- 
Iheivd in liis native sfcnta. 


A f ter the speaking Captain Riddle, -who 


commanded u military company, fired a 
sahito in honor of the orator of the day, 
but the cannon, an old six pounder, was 
overcharged and exploded,.though •with- 
out any serious results. Captain Riddle 
raised a subscription to pay Mr. Lincoln's 
expenses, contributing liberally himself, 
and then escorted him "back to the river. 
The future president was much pleased 
ivith his visit and so expressed himself. 


Many years passed. Mr. Lincoln was 


elected chief magistrate of the nation, and 
the civil war broke out. Captain Riddle 
took sides with the south and having ex- 
pressed his opinions rather boldly was ar- 
rested for treason and sent to Camp Chase, 
u military prison. 


"It was a dull and gloomy place for 


mo," said the old gentleman in relating 
the Story, "and after I had remained there 
about leu days 1 got homesick and con- 
cluded I would remind my friend Lincoln 
of bygone hours. So I wrote to him as fol- 
lows: 


"Jlr DEAU MB. PRESIDENT—After present- 


ing my compliments to you I wish to remind 
ytm that a pood many years ago I had you in 
to\v r.t u Whig barbecue, neur MorganllolJ, in 
Union county, Ky. On tliat occasion I tri«J to 
tront you kindly, and even burst my csinnon 
In flrltiK t> sulvtte in yonr honor. I hope you 
have not forgotten it. Now, Kir, you linve mo 
iu tow, and 1 am your prisoner hero in Camp 
('liuhx. I am lonesome iiud homesick and want 
tu got buck to my old wife. Ploasu let mo RO. 
Voiii-b truly, 
GCOKOE W. RUJJJI.K." 


\Vlitn Mr. Lincoln received this letter, 


ho laughed lieai'iily and at once wrote up- 
on the back of it: "Please let Captain 
George W. Riddle go home. A. Lincoln."

I \\as in a 
complaining mood one day when I was 
with a Boston man who had come to bo 
quite chummy with mo in commercial 
matters, and unburdened myself to him 
about the delusiveness of those whom we 
had hoped to cultivate. I spoke of the 
dimes v, e lir.d given and of the poor results. 
Ho asked me minutely what we had had on 
such occasions and called off every article. 
" 'What kind of pie did you give 'em?' 


he asked. 
" 'Pie!' I exclaimed. 'You didn't sup- 


pose \ve would offer Boston people pie?' 


'"Then he explained to me that that was 


a mistake many western people who came 
ot Boston made—that they thought pie 
was too far west and vulgar. But he as- 
sured me that Boston society had pie thi-oo 
times a day, and that though a man and 
his wile had every other requirement of 
New England, and hud not pie, they could 
not win. I knew pie was a western staple. 
In some sections out there pio comes first 
and last, and is handed out between meals. 
And we were warned that it was consid- 
ered plebeian in the east. So we studiously 
cut it out ol our social functions uud came 
very near* being ostracized. As soon as wo 
disco\ ered tiie cause my wife got up a din- 
ner that included every sort of pio she 
knew anything about. I think she had a 
cut of a pie on her invitation, and a sou- 
venir pie was gi\en after tho dinner to 
each guest. From that on our social status 
was established. Of course, pic is vulgar 
in New York, but it is not a bar within 
itself."—New York Sun.

Owing to certain economic and political 


conditions thut are too familiar to bo do-
